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A Memorandum  of  Understanding  was  established 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  National  Agricultural 
Libraries  Network  designating  the  state  land-grant 
libraries  as  repositories  for  the  land-grant  agricultural 
publications  of  their  respective  states.  This  agreement 
was  sent  in  January  1973  to  directors  or  other  appro- 
priate officials  of  the  larger  land-grant  libraries;  it  was 
viewed  as  an  interim  step  to  initiation  of  a microfilming 
program  of  this  literature. 

The  state  signatories  of  the  Memorandum  agree  to 
provide  access  to  these  publications  under  the  usual 
terms  of  the  university  library,  on  loan  or  photocopy. 

The  certainty  that  one  institution  has  accepted  national 
responsibility  offers  other  libraries  the  opportunity  to 
evaluate  the  need  to  retain  older  experiment  station  and 
extension  service  publications.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  institutions  outside  their  immediate  region  or  dis- 
tinctly different  in  geographic  influences.  Some  land- 
grant  libraries  under  the  pressure  of  space  limitations 
have  been  able  to  relinquish,  transfer,  or  select  collections 
within  the  past  two  years  with  the  knowledge  that  reten- 
tion is  assured  in  the  home  state  of  the  publication. 

The  following  institutions  have  signed  the  Memoran- 
dum of  Understanding  with  the  National  Agricultural 
Library  for  the  retention  of  these  National  Resource 
copies:  Auburn  University;  Universities  of  Arizona  and 
Arkansas;  Colorado  State  University;  Universities  of 
California,  Delaware,  Florida,  Georgia,  Idaho,  Illinois, 
Iowa  State  University;  University  of  Kentucky;  Louisiana 
State  University,  University  of  Maryland;  University  of 
Massachusetts;  Mississippi  State  University;  University  of 
Missouri;  Montana  State  University;  University  of 
Nebraska;  University  of  Nevada;  New  Mexico  State  Univ- 
ersity; North  Carolina  State  University;  North  Dakota 
State  University;  Oklahoma  State  University;  Pennsylva- 
nia State  University;  South  Dakota  State  University; 
University;  University  of  Tennessee;  Texas  A&M  Univer- 


sity; Utah  State  University;  Virginia  Polytechnic  Univer- 
sity; Washington  State  University;  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin; University  of  Wyoming. 

Six  New  England  land-grant  libraries,  several  of  which 
have  signed  the  Memorandum,  are  cooperatively  filming 
the  publications  with  NAL.  The  Memorandum  calls  for 
acceptance  of  microforms  as  a substitute  for  the  hard 
copy  items  because  of  deterioration  of  the  originals. 

MICROFILMING  STATE-LAND  GRANT 
AGRICULTRUAL  PUBLICATIONS 

On  June  20, 1975,  the  New  England  States  of  Con- 
necticut, New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Vermont,  under  the  director  of  the  New 
England  Board  of  Education  joined  with  the  National 
Agricultural  Library  to  microfilm  their  state  land-grant 
publications  on  a shared  cost  basis.  Cooperators  in  this 
project  are  the  librarians  of  each  state's  public  land-grant 
university.  Microfilming  will  be  on  a shared  cost  basis. 

The  purpose  of  the  project  is  primarily  archival  since 
many  of  the  documents  are  rapidly  deteriorating.  NAL 
and  the  cooperating  libraries  feel  a strong  obligation  to 
preserve  these  documents  on  film  for  scholars.  Docu- 
ments to  be  filmed  include  those  of  the  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations,  extension  services,  colleges  of  agricul- 
ture, forestry,  and  home  economics.  Prime  emphasis  will 
be  given  to  filming  long  serial  runs  of  those  organiza- 
tional units  from  their  inception  through  1969. 

Many  institutions  will  be  interested  in  obtaining  these 
documents  on  film  as  replacements  for  old  files  or  to  ex- 
tend their  existing  holdings.  The  Cooperators  will  receive 
microfilms  of  their  home  state  documents;  NAL  will  re- 
tain one  archival  quality  master  negative  of  all  items 
filmed.  The  Vendor,  Graphic  Microfilm  of  New  England, 
Inc.,  will  have  retention,  duplication,  and  sale  rights 
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from  its  original  master  and  will  provide  notice  of  avail- 
ability in  promotional  materials. 

Filming  of  documents  began  in  July  1975  and  has 
been  completed  for  two  states.  Bids  for  filming  docu- 
ments of  three  states  has  been  delayed  due  to  experience 
factors. 

The  Agent  of  the  New  England  Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation, Warner-Edison  Associates,  Inc.,  is  monitoring  the 
input  of  documents  from  the  Board  and  working  with 
contractors  to  make  sure  bibliographic  standards  are 
being  met. 

NAL  intends  to  continue  the  filming  program  until 
the  major  publications  of  each  of  the  fifty  states  are 
filmed.  In  addition  to  the  New  England  States,  coopera- 
tive agreements  have  been  signed  with  appropriate  of- 
ficials in  California,  Florida,  and  Kentucky.

SERVICE  TO  USDA  EMPLOYEES  IN  NEW 
MEXICO  AND  OKLAHOMA 

Improved  library  service  to  USDA  scientists  and  re- 
searchers in  New  Mexico  and  Oklahoma  became  avail- 
able October  1,  1975.  For  years  USDA  employees  in 
these  states  have  sent  requests  for  books  and  journal 
articles  directly  to  the  National  Agricultural  Library. 
This  service  is  now  provided  through  the  major  land- 
grant  institutions  in  each  of  these  states  and  the  South- 
west Regional  Document  Delivery  Center.  Texas  A&M 
University  is  the  co-ordinator  of  the  Center,  which  in- 
cludes Texas,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  and  Oklahoma. 
During  past  years  of  operation  delivery  time  on  requests 
from  field  personnel  in  Texas  and  Louisiana  has  been 
substantially  reduced. 

If  a book  or  photocopy  of  a journal  article  is  not 
available  from  the  requestor's  land-grant  library,  that 
library  will  forward  the  requests  to  the  Southwest 
Regional  Document  Delivery  Center  for  completion.  If 
it  cannot  be  completed  there  it  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
National  Agricultural  Library.  A book  or  photocopy 
may,  therefore,  come  from  the  requestor's  home  state, 
Texas,  or  NAL. 

The  land-grant  libraries  have  the  privilege  of  imposing 
their  own  requirements  for  bibliographic  description  and 
loan.  The  basic  procedures  are: 

1.  The  AD-245  (8-71)  document  request  form  will  be 
completed  as  previously.  This  is  a four-part,  USDA 
form  available  through  Federal  supply  channels.  In 
case  the  form  is  temporarily  not  available,  a request 


3.  Field  Forest  Service  research  personnel  using  a 

regional  Forest  Service  Library  should  continue  to  do 
so.  Requests  should  be  checked  with  any  local  field 
library  before  forwarding  to  a land-grant.

MRS.  JEANNE  M.  HOLMES  NAMED  DEPUTY 
DIRECTOR  FOR  RESOURCE  DEVELOP- 
MENT OF  THE  NATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL 
LIBRARY 

Effective  September  28,  1975,  Mrs.  Jeanne  M. 

Holmes  was  appointed  Deputy  Director  for  Resource 
Development  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  suc- 
ceeding Samuel  T.  Waters,  now  Associate  Director  of  the 
Library.  In  her  new  position,  Mrs.  Holmes  has  primary 
responsibility  for  the  Library's  technical  services,  includ- 
ing acquisitions,  cataloging,  serials,  and  indexing.  She 
was  formerly  Chief  of  the  Analysis  Division,  which  per- 
froms  the  cataloging  and  indexing  functions. 

Mrs.  Holmes  earned  her  B.A.  degree  from  George 
Washington  University  in  1943  and  her  MSLS  from 
Columbia  University  in  1952. 

Immediately  after  her  graduation  from  college,  Mrs. 
Holmes  began  her  career  with  the  U.S.  Department  of 
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Agriculture  in  an  editorial  position  with  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation.  She  remained  with  the  Department 
until  1947,  when  she  left  the  Washington  area  to  accom- 
pany her  husband  to  Columbia  University  where  both 
pursued  graduate  study  and  Mrs.  Holmes  was  on  the 
staff  of  the  University  Libraries. 

Upon  completion  of  her  degree  in  library  science  at 
Columbia,  Mrs.  Holmes  joined  the  staff  of  the  then  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  Library.  During  the  1960's, 
she  played  an  active  part  in  the  preparation  and  publica- 
tion of  the  Preliminary  Edition  of  the  National  Agricul- 
tural Library  Subject  Heading  List  and  of  the  Agricul- 
tural/Biological Vocabulary. 

The  present  computer-based  catalogs,  in  card  and 
book  form,  have  evolved  under  Mrs.  Holmes's  direction. 
She  has  been  responsible  for  the  development  of  NAL's 
machine-readable  CAIN  (CAtaloging  and  INdexing)  data 
base  since  its  inception  in  1970. 

Mrs.  Holmes  is  the  Library's  technical  liaison  with 
AGRIS,  the  International  Information  System  for  the 
Agricultural  Sciences  and  Technology,  sponsored  by  the 
Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  of  the  United 
Nations.  She  has  also  served  on  a number  of  interlibrary 
committees,  panels,  and  advisory  groups,  including  those 
of  the  Committee  on  Scientific  and  Technical  Informa- 
tion, Federal  Library  Committee,  and  the  U.S.  National 
Libraries  Task  Force.  She  is  an  active  member  of  the 
major  professional  societies,  such  as  the  American 
Library  Association,  Special  Libraries  Association,  and 
American  Society  for  Information  Science.  The  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  has  twice,  in  1968  and  1974, 
conferred  on  Mrs.  Holmes  its  Superior  Service  Award. 

Mrs.  Holmes  resides  in  Silver  Spring,  Maryland,  with 
her  husband,  Robert,  Assistant  Director  (Processing 
Services),  Processing  Department,  Library  of  Congress. 

RATHBONE  NAMED  EDITOR  AT  UNIVER- 
SITY OF  MARYLAND 

Robert  B.  Rathbone  has  been  appointed  Agricultural 
Editor  and  Chairman  of  the  Information  and  Publica- 
tions Department,  University  of  Maryland.  Jack  Owen, 
acting  chairman  for  the  past  18  months,  will  return  to 
the  post  of  associate  editor. 

Before  coming  to  the  University,  Rathbone  was 
Director  of  Information  for  the  Agricultural  Research 
Service  (ARS),  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  for  the 
past  ten  years. 


A native  Kansan,  Rathbone  graduated  from  Kansas 
State  University  in  1942  with  a B.S.  in  journalism;  he 
earned  the  M.S.  degree  in  communications  from  Ameri- 
can University  in  1959. 

Following  two  years  as  a reporter  and  editor  on  daily 
and  weekly  newspapers  in  Kansas  and  a three-year  hitch 
as  a U.S.  Naval  officer  during  WW  II  he  served  as  assist- 
ant editor  with  the  North  Dakota  Cooperative  Extension 
Service  for  five  years. 

In  1950  he  came  to  the  USDA  Agricultural  Research 
Service  in  Washington,  D.C.  as  a research  reporter.  Dur- 
ing the  past  25  years  he  has  been  a campaign  director, 
speech  writer,  section  head,  branch  chief,  assistant  direc- 
tor, and  since  1966,  director  of  information  for  ARS. 

Rathbone  is  a long-time  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Agricultural  College  Editors;  he  is  also  a 
member  of  the  American  Agricultural  Editors  Associa- 
tion, National  Association  of  Science  Writers  and  the 
Society  of  Professional  Journalists.

INFORMATION  CENTERS  AND  LABORA- 
TORIES 

MOISTURE  UTILIZATION  IN  SEMIARID  TROPICS: 
SUMMER  RAINFALL  PROJECT 

In  July  1974  the  University  of  California,  Riverside, 
received  an  AID  211(d)  grant  to  improve  its  research 
and  advisory  capabilities  in  the  field  of  agriculture  in  the 
semiarid  tropical  regions  of  the  developing  countries. 

The  primary  focus  of  this  project  is  water  conservation 
and  utilization,  and  the  geographic  emphasis  is  on  the 
Sahel  region  of  West  Africa. 

A primary  output  of  the  Project  is  the  establishment 
of  an  Information  Center  and  computerized  data  base. 
The  Information  Resources  Team  of  the  MUSAT:  SRA 
project,  fully  operational  since  February  1975,  has  made 
significant  progress  in  this  quarter.  Under  the  director- 
ship of  the  Project  Librarian,  Gretchen  Dihoff,  a data 
base  of  2500  items,  with  approximately  3000  more  in 
preparation  has  been  put  on  computer.  This  data  base  is 
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printed  out  monthly,  with  indexes  by  author,  title,  sub- 
ject, geographic  location,  source,  and,  where  appropriate, 
organization  or  affiliation  of  research  sponsorship.  The 
data  base  includes  citations  to  monographs,  journal  arti- 
cles, reports,  maps,  reprints,  and  other  kinds  of  items. 

The  Information  Center  does  not  constitute  a sepa- 
rate library  in  the  UCR  system.  The  bulk  of  entries  on 
the  data  base  comprise  items  already  in  the  collection, 
and  the  majority  of  orders  will  be  cataloged  and  shelved 
in  the  main  collection.  Reprints,  sheet  maps,  reports, 
and  a number  of  items  needed  for  immediate  use  are 
housed  in  the  Project  Reading  Room.  This  collection, 
which  is  uniformly  bound  and  processed,  will  eventually 
be  made  a part  of  the  main  collection  at  the  end  of  the 
Project  term. 

The  collection  and  data  base  contain  material  dealing 
with  dryland  agriculture  worldwide,  problems  of  agricul- 
ture in  the  semiarid  tropics,  and  items  touching  on  all 
aspects  of  life  in  the  Sahel  region.  All  material  listed  on 
the  data  base  at  this  point  is  available  in  the  UCR  collec- 
tion. Searches  can  be  run  on  specific  requests. 

A directory  of  specialists  in  dryland  agriculture,  the 
semiarid  tropics,  and  agricultural  development  in  Africa 
is  in  process.  This,  like  the  data  base,  will  be  computer- 
ized, and  will  be  indexed  by  name  of  individual,  organi- 
zation, country  of  location,  geographic  area  of  interest, 
and  field  of  specialization.

PACFORNET 

The  Pacific  Coast  Forest  Research  Information  Net- 
work is  a new  system  that  provides  technical  informa- 
tion services  to  forestry  professionals  in  the  five  West 
Coast  states:  Alaska,  Washington,  Oregon,  California, 
and  Hawaii. 

PACFORNET  is  a personalized  service,  designed  to 
help  provide  the  latest  scientific  and  technical  literature 
to  professionals  in  the  many  sciences  related  to  forestry: 
forestry,  chemistry,  ecology,  entomology,  zoology, 
engineering  and  others.  It  is  not  a traditional  reference 
library  in  the  sense  that  users  visit  the  library  to  obtain 
books  or  periodicals.  Rather,  it  is  a large  information 
network  with  access  to  many  technical  libraries  and 
other  information  sources  across  the  country. 

PACFORNET  evolved  from  a similar  information 
system  called  CALFORNET  which  has  been  in  use  since 


1972  at  the  Forest  Service's  Pacific  Southwest  Forest 
and  Range  Experiment  Station  in  Berkeley,  California. 

There  are  two  principal  service  points:  PACFORNET 
(South)  at  the  Pacific  Southwest  Forest  and  Range 
Experiment  Station;  and  PACFORNET  (North)  at  the 
University  of  Washington  in  Seattle. 

SERVICES  PROVIDED 

Monthly  Alert:  Users  receive  the  Monthly  Alert,  a 
selected  listing  of  new  acquisitions  from  the 
PACFORNET  libraries.  All  materials  listed  are  available 
for  loan. 

General  Literature  Service:  PACFORNET  users  may 
request  the  loan  of  any  published  material  pertinent  to 
their  professional  work.  The  PACFORNET  service  point 
will  either  send  the  material  from  their  own  shelves,  or 
borrow  it  from  another  source. 

Literature  Searches:  PACFORNET  service  points  will 
perform  manual  or  computer  bibliographic  searches  as 
time  allows. 

Reference  Services:  General  and  technical  informa- 
tion questions  may  be  referred  to  the  PACFORNET 
service  points.  Questions  that  cannot  be  answered  there 
will  be  referred  to  another  source  in  the  network,  per- 
haps to  researchers  or  other  professionals  working  on 
that  topic. 

WHAT  DOES  IT  COST? 

Direct  cost  to  the  user  is  minimal.  Most  of  the  costs 
have  already  been  paid,  through  a contract  between  the 
Forest  Service  and  the  participating  libraries.  Loan  of 
books  and  periodicals  and  other  services  are  free.  A 
charge  may  be  made  for  copying  long  articles,  for  exam- 
ple, those  over  100  pages.  Charges  may  also  be  made  for 
some  computer  searches.
